Although the average attendance has been lowered 
by pupils moving from some of the districts after school 
opened, and by sickness in one or two schools. ‘The at- 
tendance of the regular scholars has been fair, the dis-

cipline good, and the work accomplished very satis- 


factory, 


NO. 1 


The school at No. 1 is now one of our smallest 
schools, with a prospect of less pupils. There were too 
many cases of tardiness each term, and in the fall some 
of the larger boys: were very irregular in attendance. 
Capable teachers were employed, and it is a matter of 
regret that any of these scholars should neglect such a 
fine opportunity for acquiring knowledge. Miss Bailey 
has had much experience in teaching, is a fine scholar, 
and could manage successfully any of our large schools.

There were 13 scholars registered at No. 2, but 
three moved away early in the term. There are no ad- 
vanced scholars here, but we found at the close of the 
term great improvement in their studies as well as in 
their behavior. They also revited in a suffitiently loud 
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tone of voice so that any one could hear what they said. 
This school would be fortunate if the same teacher 
could be secured again. 


NO. 3 


‘‘Razor Hill’’ has now one of the largest schools in 
town, with a prospect of several more pupils next term. 
Both terms were under the same management. The 
scholars gradually got interested in their studies and 
worked at their tasks with increasing energy through 
the year. No part of the work was passed until it was 
well understood. Oral explanations in arithmetic were 
an interesting feature of each day’s progress. The 
school was very satisfactory, and is in good condition 
for resuming work. 


NO. 4 


The school on the ‘‘Height of Land’’ has been in 
charge of Miss Carrie N. Walker for three terms. The 
scholars were orderly and gave evidence of thorough 
work.

The school at East Grafton has been in charge of 
the same teacher for two years, and is ina very pros- 
perous condition. The time has been well improved, 
and two pupils are quite advanced in mathematics. 
Mrs. White is thorough in her work and very skillful 
in interesting the younger ones. The little boy, 6 years 
old, who repeated alphabetically all the towns in Graf- 
ton county, certainly did well. i 


NO. 6 


The spring term was taught by Miss Florence B. 
Holt. Miss Holt worked earnestly to bring the school 
up to a higher standard. That her efforts were -repaid 
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was shown by the interest the pupils manifested in their 
work. The good work begun in the spring term was 
continued in the fall under the care of Miss Jennie 
Davis. The order was excellent, and although the last 
half of the term was somewhat broken up by sickness 
the work in all branches was unusually good. Miss 
Davis is a first class teacher in all respects, untiring in 
her efforts to make her work a success, and the school 
securing her services is very fortunate. ; 


NO. 9 
The school at No. 9 was under the care of Miss 


Bessie Braley. The discipline was good, and the work 
accomplished satisfactory.

This school was taught by Miss Stella Davis. 
That Miss Davis has the faculty of getting and keeping 
the good willot her pupils was shown by the large 
number on the Roll of Honor, there being eleven the 
last term.
